High Praise for Moon Picture 


LONDON.—The first photograph of the hitherto unseen 
side of the moon taken by Russia's Lunik III“ was 
published in newspapers throughout the world yester- 
day and evoked unstinted praise from scientists in 


many countries. 

Many West European 
newspapers “splashed” the 
photograph over their front 
pages — some even filled the 
entire page with it. 

Communist newspapers gave 
it equal prominence, the 
three Budapest morning 
newspapers turning over all 
the front page to it, al 
not commenting editorially. 

All Polish new rs 
front-paged the picture. “Try- 
buna Laidu” quoted a mem- 
ber of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences’ Astronomic Council, 
Professor Kukarkin, as say- 
ing the reason the “other 
side” of the moon was differ 
ent from our side was that 
it experienced no sun eclipses 
and therefore no severe 
changes of temperature. 

In the U.S. the photographs 
took more space in news- 
papers than any event since 
the end of the war. 

American scientists hailed 
the moon photograph as re- 
markable and “very im- 
pressive.” 


Prof. A. C. B. Lovell. dir- 


ector of the worlds largest | 


radio-telescope at Jodrell 
Bank, Britain, said, “I'm as- 
tonished at the quality of the 


photograph.” He called it “an 
outstanding achievement, 
and said it opens up very 


great possibilities for photo- 


graphing other * - 
ticularly Mars and Venus.” 

The British astronomer, W. 
Patrick Moore, a moon ex- 
pert, said “the photograph is 
amazing. I was absolutely 
istaggered with its clarity.” 

Beating Around 

Dr. O. J. Eggen, chief as- 
sistant to Britains Astrono- 
mer Royal, said ‘in astro 
nomy up te now, everybody 
has been beating around. The 
Russians are getting down to 
working through science.”

In Copenhagen, 
leading astronomer, Dr. K. A.
